Report of School Board 


The annual meeting of the School District was held 
at the Town Hall on March 14, 1944, at 8 o’clock in the 
evening. 

The following officers were elected: James E. Gray, 
moderator; Robert E. Nixon, clerk; Gertrude H. Price, 
treasurer; Robert E. Nixon, auditor; Gladys M. Smith, 
member of the School Board for three years. 

Leslie F. Hayden was elected chairman of the School 
Board. 

The School Board desires to express its appreciation 
of the long and faithful service of our former teachers, 
Mrs. Mayo and Mrs. Emerson. 

The District was fortunate in procuring two experi- 
enced teachers who have done fine work with our chil- 
dren. 

Mr. Towle and Mrs. Sheehy continue their untiring 
efforts on behalf of our schools. 

The Board also wishes to acknowledge the continued 
cooperation of the Parent-Teacher Association and Mr. 
Marshall. 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Newfields, New Hampshire: 


I take pleasure in submitting to you my twenty- 
sixth annual report. 

Because so many facts about cost, size, Haiamemment 
and standards of our schools are more clearly expressed 
‘in tables than in any other way, I call your attention as 
in former years to the statistical tables which accom- 
pany this report. Some of them are descriptive of the 
past ten years or more and are of interest because they 
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reveal recent changes in details of the Newfields schools. 
For instance, it is interesting to note, in Table V, the 
drop since 1930 of more than $150,000 in the equalized 
valuation of the district and Newfields’ consequent rise 
in the cost of education per $1,000 of equalized valua- 
tion. Similar figures for the changes in local valuations 
of the real property of the district would be interesting. 
Table III shows that the local school has not changed to 
any great extent in size or habits of punctuality. Table 
IV is of special interest because here the several dis- 
tricts of Union No. 16 are compared in the important 
items of school cost and management. Table VI shows 
that Newfields holds an average position in the Union 
in the matter of expenditure per $1,000 of equalized val- 
uation. | 

I commend to your attention the report of Mrs. 
Sheehy, our school nurse. The personal interest which 
Mrs. Sheehy has always shown in her work never lags. 
She continues to be thorough in her examinations and 
zealous in enlisting parental codperation in the correc- 
tion of defects. 

After 17 years of service, Mrs. Mayo felt last spring 
that she could not accept another reélection, and during 
the summer Mrs. Emerson ended 10 years of service in 
Newfields in asking release from her contract. The long 
and successful service of these two teachers deserves our 
high praise. It is no small achievement to help even 
one pupil to successful attainment in school or in life. 
These two teachers have helped to make a better life — 
for many. Teachers new to Newfields and its families, 
though not without experience, now succeed them. Sick- 
ness has interrupted the work of the present year to this 
point and has retarded the process of getting acquainted 
with families. But with the ‘hard and conscientious 
work which both teachers do, I feel sure that the usual 
good year’s work will be accomplished. 

The usual mental and achievement tests were given 
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last spring and reveal that the two veteran teachers were 
giving all the pupils of varied abilities the training 
which pupils ought to find in any good school. 

It is to be regretted that Miss Jean Beaton felt that a 
call to teach music in a neighboring state could not be 
denied. It is to be hoped that her successor can be ap- 
pointed for the next.school year. 

* It is a satisfaction to be able to report that the New- 
fields Parent-Teacher. Association still maintains its 
great: interest in the schools. The Association has, 
throughout its life of nearly 25 years, done much in the 
interests of our children and we are greatly indebted to 
tt 

I conclude my report with the following paragraph 
which is likewise a part of my report to each of the dis- 
tricts of this Union: 

In thinking of the war and its effect on the pupils of 
all our schools we may note that, as yet, we have had lit- 
tle curtailment of material equipment but that some 
commodity prices have risen as, for instance, that of 
fuel. It is likely that a year or two more of war will 
bring shortages of paper and other supplies, including 
text-books. Increased salaries in all the districts of the 
Union have aided in securing teachers but the supply of 
teachers grows ever smaller as the lure of higher sal- 
aries draws them away to other occupations. General 
pupil interest in school work was never greater, especial- 
ly in geography, mathematics and science. We are ap- 
parently rapidly approaching life in a new kind of geo- 
graphical and social world. As adults we note this fact, 
perhaps with something of a shock. We may be sure, 
however, that all our pupils are learning it in a natural 
way from our schools, from the radio and newspapers. 
Their present gradual approach to this new world will 
make it all seem natural to them in maturity. It is for 
us, school officers, parents and voting citizens to provide 
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for them the best possible teachers in efficient up-to-date 
plants, teaching a modern course of study. So will they 
be best trained to be good citizens in the changed world 
in which they must live. 

The deep interest of school officials, parents and oth- 
er citizens is very much appreciated by all those who 
have the daily care of the schools. .

Last year in this state 558 brush and forest fires burned 
over 4,648 acres of land, of which 2,788 acres were valu- 
able timber and young growth. With available man- 
power the lowest of any year since the war started, you 
can help to keep this loss down by preventing these fires

1. Always get a permit from your forest fire 
warden before starting any fires in the open. 
Burning under certain conditions is permitted. 


2. Never burn unless you have enough help to 
control your fire — a permit does not excuse 
you of negligence in case it gets away. 


3. Always report any uncontrolled fire promptly 
to your forest fire warden. Minutes lost are 


acres lost. 


4. Be especially careful with cigarettes, matches 
and pipes. Smokers caused most of.our fires. 


5. Never leave a fire unless it is dead out. You 
can’t feel safe while there is a spark left.
